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\ Introduction 

I (L) The PrincipaJ Types of Literal; Form ia tbe OWJ 
f Testament — Theaim of the 'Temple Bible' is to lead (hose tWi ' 
ij love their Bible to a, moie intelligent appreciation of its value a: 
f. literaluie. Tbis does not imply any want of respect for tbe 
^ sacred Scriptures as the nnique record of God's revelation of 
* Himself to the world and of Ifis redemptive purpose for 
" humanity. 'The heavenliness of tbe matter cannot be im- 
paired by a reverent study of the variety of literary form ia 
which the matter is enshrined.' 

In approaching tbe study of Scripture from this standpoint, it 
is well to remember the fact — of which, indeed, the history of 
the word 'bible' is itself a reminder' — that the Bible k not one 
l>ook but a collection of books, the bihlictheca divina, or dtvlne 
library, as Jerome aptly named it. Now Ihis collection is two- 
fold, Ihe larger and earlier collection containing tbe canonical 
scriptures of the Jewish, the smaller and later those of the 
Christian Church. 

Confining our survey to the former, we find in the books of 
the Old Testament illustrations of almost every species of literary 
composition. As among olher peoples, the first essays of the 
Hebrews in literary form were doablless folk-songs celebrating 
tbe deeds of popular heroes and the great events of the nation's 
history. Fragments of this popular poetry are still found em- 
bedded in the bistoiical books, as in Gen. iv. 2S f. (Lamech's

7 (in 
praise of David), etc II is not the least of the meriu of Ihe 
Revised Vecaioa that these punetical pieces are now easily lecog- 
niaable by being printed as sucli. Occasionally we even End 
complete poems, such as the pxan of triumph sung (thoi^h 
scarcely as we now have it) by the Hebrews to celebrate the 
crossing of the Red Sea (Exod. xv.) and the Song of Deborah 
(Judges V. )■ Two collections of this early poetry are expressly 
named as the sources of their quotations by later writers, viz. — 
the Book of Jashar (Josh. x. 13, 2 Sam. i. iS ; also in the correct 
Greek text of 1 Kings viii. 13) and the Book of the Wars of 
Jehovah (Numb. ixi. 14). 

It is in lyric poetry, indeed, that the Hebrews most excelled. 
Witness the matchless spiritual lyrics of the book of Psalms, 
those 'classical expressions of a faith in the unseen which 
dominated the lives of the poets, and only grew deeper as the 
shades of midnight fell ' (Cheyne). The Song of Songs is a 
tmaller collection of lyrics whose theme is love. For elegy the 
Hebrews employed a special metrical form as illustrated in 
Lamentations. Gnomic poetry, again, is exempliRed by the 
book of Proverbs, while in Job, a book that is admittedly with- 
onl a peer in the literature of the world, we have Ihe nearest 
approach to the poetry of the drama. Allhongh formal epic 
poetry, tike the true drama, was foreign lo the genius of the 
Hebrew people, we have in the inu^nstive treatment of the 
ancient sagas in the book of Genesis what is in reality, though 
not in form, the national epos. Similarly Ihe first half of 
Exodus, though written in prose, may be termed the Epic of 
f^B Gremt Delivennce. lis hero is Moses, and the details aie 
<xt/aared by the poetic imagination ol ftaccesnie ^imnaJJcta, 
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who handed on from father Co son the story of the erest thing* 
Jehovah had wrought for Ihera in the birth-time of the nation. 

If we further compare the prose literal ure of Che Hebrews with 
thaC of other nations, we shall find its most distinEuishing feature 
in the department of oratory. Not ooty have we, in Che earlier 
literary prophets in particular, men of unique moral and spiritual 
insight, but men whose words, in the intensity of their authors' 
passion for righteonsness, are like torrents of liquid fire. On a 
less intense level we have the sustained oratory of Deuteronomy, 
and in almost every historical book we find speeches, such as 
Judah's noble plea in Gen. xliv. (18-34), that are models of 
moving eloquence. 

(ii,i The Historical Literature of the Hebrews. —For evi- 
dent reasons this depaitmenC of liCerature requires a, somewhat 
fbllei treaCment. The historical books ot the Old Testament fall 
naturally into two parallel groups. The first group comprises 
the books fixtm Genesis to 2 Kings, and embraces the period 
from the Creation to the first years of the Babylonian exile. 
The parallel group, which originally formed a single work, 
comprises the two books of Chronicles, Ezra and Nehemiah, 
and makes mention of Jaddna the High Priest so late as the 
time of Alexander the Great. Now, even a superficial eiamimi- 
tion and comparison of these two series of historical works, to 
which may be added the apocryphal book of First Esdras, is 
sufficient to show that the method of the Hebrew writers was 
very different from that of a modem historian. The latter lets 
himself to master his authorities, and then seeks to reproduce 
the history in his own words and in his own style. The Hebrew 
Ustoiiographer, on the other hand, lit* Q\\et«i!i. V^jaraiso. 
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generally, was content to leproduce, as lar as was consisleat 
with his purpose, the very words of his authorities, weaving 
them into a connected nanative. It whs enongh if he supplied 
the necessary connecting links and harmonised the data of his 
sources, tracing here and there the connection of canse and 
effect, perhaps passing judgment on the actors and the events 
from his higher moral and religious standpoinl. Naturally Che 
extent of this editorial work is found to vary considerahly in the 
different books. It is much less extensive in the books of 
Samuel, for example, than in the books of Jndges and Kii^s. 
In any case it is now apparent why modem scholars prefer to 
speak of the editor or compiler rather than of Ihe anthor of 
Samuel or King? or the Pentateuch. 

When we pass from the literary structure of the historical 
books of the Old Testament to their spirit and contents, we find 
that these books in their present form are after all not objective 
histories, if Indeed such a history is anywhere possible. They 
are dominated by a purpose. Their aim Is didactic as well as 
historical. Their compilers were prophetic men on whom God 
had put His spirit (Numb. lii. ag), who therefore saw the finger 
of God St every turn of the national hblory. History as wrtllen 
and compiled by such men has been happily described as ' pro- 
phecy teaching by example.' Had it not been so, their works 
would have had no place in our Bibles. 

(iii.) The Book of Exodus, its Place, Title and Contents. 
— The first of the three divisions into which the Old Testament 
canon is divided comprises Che first five of the older series of 
historical books above referred to. It received &om the Jews 
thesiwpie title, ■ the Law,' from the prominence therein of the 
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Mosaic l^isladon. Among oursdvei the familiar tide, ' the five 
books of Moses,' is being gradually displaced by the t 
Pentateuch — literally the 'five volume' boolt — first applied to 
these boolts by the Greek-speaking fathers of the early Church. 
The great theme of the Pentateuch is iht fcundatisn of ih» , 
Theocracy {Ike immediate and abselulc rule ef God mier Isnal^ I 
and of the civil and religious laws and itulilutions in vihieh I 
that ruUfoufid its visible expression. 

The second of the five books received from the Jew 
Alexandria, who first translated the Pentateuch into Greek 
about 250 B.C., the appropriate title of 'The Departure' (in 
Greek Exodss, hence the Latin Exodus), from the epoch-making 
event recorded in the first part of the book — the departure of the 
Hebrew tribes from the land of Egypt. As a literary unit, to a, 
certain extent complete in itself, the book may be said to have 
received its present form under the guidance of two leading 
ideas; (i) Thi deliverance ef the children of Israel from the 
bondage of Egypt by b divinely-appointed leader, and (2) The 
establishment of the Theocracy at Sinai through the some human 
instrument — Moses. The latter half of Exodus, indeed, leads 
ns directly to what we have just seen to be the main theme 
of the Pentateuch ; it thus constitutes the kernel of the whole 
five-fold volume. Eiodus accordingly may conveniently be 
divided into two parts, each with its appropriate subdivisions, 
B9 follows ; —

'Cultninaling in the descent of Jehovah to titke up His abode ia 
ineffable glory in the Tabernacle — in five sections : 

{a) sv. 32-iviii. 27. Various episodes of the march to Sinai. 

(i) xix. i-xxiv. The Covenant and its laws as the basis of the 
Theocracy. 

(c) iiv.-xxxi. Directions for the construction of the Taber- 
nacle, and for the consecration of itg priests. 

{d) sixxii.-xixiv. The episode of the Golden Catf, and the 
renewal of the broken tables of the Law. 

(f) xxxv.-il. The construction of the Tabernacle aod tbe 
catiance into it of Jehovah in His glory. 

(iv,) The Literary Problem of the Pentateuch, —{a) Tie 
Mvsaic tradition laUd. — The question of the authorship, dale 
and composition of Exodus, to which we must now addiess our- 
selves, is part of the larger question of the authorship, date and 
composition of the Pentateuch as a whole. It is, of course, 
impossible to enter fully into this much-debated question in the 
space at our disposal. It will be our endeavour, however, in ac- 
cordance with the avowed purpose of this series, to put the reader 
io possession of ' the latest ixcf^/i'in' results of the best criticism.' 
fa this cndeavoat we lake as our starting point two ftcts 
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which may be Isrined axioms of modem criticism : the fint, thkt ' 
the FentBleuchaSB whole Is an anirHymoHS yiotV, and the second, 
that the literary pToblems which the Peotateuch presents can 
only be solved by the same methods of critical in' 
are applied to the study of the other literary n 
antiignily. With r^ard to the first of these, the anonymity of 
the Pentateuch, it mast be admitted that certain passages are 
expressly said to have been committed to writing by Moses {see 
Exod. xvii. 14; xxiv. 4 fi. ; xxxiv. 37 f. ; Numb. xxxiiL 3; 
Deut. EtxL 9ff.,24ff.)- But this fact seems, at the very outset, 
to lell against the assumption of Mosaic authorship for the whole 
Pentateuch. The latter, it need hardly be said, was the un- 
questioned belief of the Jews in the first centnry of onr era, and 
of the Eatly Church, which took over from the Synagogue, along 
with the books of the Jewish cation, the traditional views re- 
garding their authorship and date. 

It is well to remember that the nami of the author of an 
anonymous book can only be known by tradition, or by some 
other external testimony, and [he only test of the accoracy of 
the tradition must be iLs perfect accord with Che internal witness 
of the book in question. The whole critical movement of the 
last two centuries, indeed, may be defined as the appeal from 
[he cxttnml testimony of tradition as to the authorship of the 
books of Scripture to the tnltmal testimony of these books 
themselves. As regards the Pentateuch, the question narrows 
itself to this : Do these five books present that unity of con- 
ception and style, and that order and harmony of contents 
which we have a right to expect from a single author 1 If sOf 
was that author Moses? To both these questions modenJ 
Old Testament scholars with almost one vaux, t^i^ ^'n iJ 
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' ■''tUfltfr ' ^fhii )*•«#<»«<*, »•« w* •wHiroiJ, unnol be the 
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aj ff.)- Examples under these Ihree head* might be multiplied 
indelinilely, al! imperatively forbidding the assucnplion at imity 
' of nutharshipond pointing to comfutaljon from older documents. 
Furlhei, there is ample proof Chat ibis compilation took place 
in Palestine, and, moreover, that it did not take place until a 
period fairly removed from the days of Moses. In support of 
the former contention we have the fact that the geogiaphiad 
termmoli^ of the Pentateuch must have been formed in Canaan. 
TbuSi in the description of the Tabernacle, the word for ' South ' 
means'towards theNegeb'(adi5txict to theJffuf^fof Judah, but 
to the Nerlh of Sinai). The term for 'West,' again, denotes 
'Seaward,' which holds good for Palestine but not for the 
Desert of Sinai. In support of onr second contention above, we 
would point to the repealed use of the phrase, 'unto this day' 
(ef. for example, Deut. iiL 14, with its context), and to the 
references to the social and political conditions of an age long 
subsequent to that of Moses (eg. Gen. xiL 6, xiii. 7, xxxvL 31 ; 
Exod. XV. 17 ; and many others). 

(»J The Literary Problem (cDntd,).H*) The decuments 0/ 
Ike PenlatiUih. — But enough of destroctive criticism % let ut 
now proceed to conslructbn. Guided by the difTcrenccs above 
alluded to in the vocabulary, titeraiy style and points of interest 
and emphasis in the various narratives, scholars have laboured 
since the days of Astruc (I7S3) and Eichhom (1780), with ti 
finite patience, Co disentangle the various documents from whid I 
(he Pentateuch has been compiled. The results which they havg J 
achieved in this analysis of the sources, and which — with lome 4 
reservations in points of detail — are accepted as final evenby thoM ,1 
who reject some of the conclusions that have been drawp&Qm.duB*J 
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lesnttSi may be briefly stated thus. The Fentaleuch, as we now 
have it, has been compiled from three older works, viz.; — * 

(0 The Book of Deulermamy (denoted by the symbol D), 
—This is reci^i^ed on all hands as the book of the law dis- 
covered in (he Temple in the eighteenth year of Josiah {621 B.C.), 
as recorded in 2 Kings xxii. , and foiming the basis of the ensuii^ 
reformation. The literary style of this source has been described 
as 'singularly pure and beautiful,' and is di<>tingaished by * 
characteristic phraseology. The whole book is a fine specimen of 
Hebrew sacred oratory at its best. 

(2) The Priestly Writing or Priesli Code (p), eitending from 
the fint chapter of Genesis to the book of Joshua, which was 
originally part of a continuous history ending with the conquest 
of CaDaan.t This sourca derives its name from tlie fact that the 
authors {for the work is itself composite) were mainly concerned 
with the origin of Israel's religious and ceremonial institutions. 
The historical portioi^ are merely intended to provide an ap- 
propriate setting for the legislation. The work was carefully 
planned and furnished with a chronological system, which led to 
its being used as the frame-work for the complete Pentateuch by 
the compiler or compilers of the latter {see below). The vocab- 
ulary and style of F are even more strongly marked than those of 
o. Both reflect n precise, legal mind. The constant endeavour 
after precision and accuracy of statement leads to a certain 
monotony of style very characteristic of this source. 

(3) The Prephetie NaTnUive O'), commencing Gen. ii. 4, 

* The fotktwing prcKnlaEion ia naccHBrilr confinvJ lobmidouLlirWE, Dia- 
hooii oniHi Bible. 
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IE so named from the ethical and religious spirit with which it 
is pecvoded, and by which it is connected with Ihe teaching of 
the early prophets. This source, as it lay before the compiler 
of the Pentateuch, had already a loog history behind it, having 
been formed by the literary fusion of two earlier narratives, 
similar in their general standpoint, but distinguished, as they 
still are, by various recurring linguistic and stylistic features. * 
From the fact that in Genesis one source uses the Divine name 
Jehovah, the other Elohim (God), the former is denoted by the 
symbol j, the latter by R, and the joint narrative by JB, Both 
ate distinguished from P by tlie marked predominance of 
narrative over legislation, the latter element being confined 
to the incorporation, from stilt older sources, of ihe Decalc^e 
(Exod. XI. 2-17), the ' Book of the Covenant ' (xi. ii-ixxiii. 33, 
both b) and the so-called 'Decalogue of j' (xiiiv. 10-26). 
Both alike draw the materials for their matchless narrativeK 
direct liam the living fountain of popular saga and folk-late, 
which in their hands have become the inspired vehicles of lofty- 
spiritual instruction. Both are excellent stylists ; j, in particular, 
is universally admitted to be without a rival among the prose- 
writers of the Old Testament. The home of j is probably to be 
found in Judah, while B is recognised as of Ephraimite origin. 

So far lilerary criticism. Let us now hear what the kisUrical 
criticism of the Pentateuch has lo say. Its function is this : by 
B. careful study of the historical background, and by s com- 
parison of the sodat and religious institutions described or 
implied in the various sources above enumerated with the same 
or similar institutions of the other historical books, historical 
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critidsm seeks to discover the relation of (he sources to each 
other, and thus, in conjunction with literary criticism, to deter- 
mine the approximate dates of Ibe different documents. Now 
the strength of the dominant school of Pentateuch criticism, 
associated with the names of Graf, Kuenen and Wellhausen, 
rests on the convergence towards the same result of these two 
lines of research, the literary and the histoKcal. This result, 
ohtained hy a comparative study of such rites and institotions U 
sacrifice and the priesthood, may be said, speaking generally, to 
be that the three component parts of the Pentateuch roust have 
taken shape in the order disilasid by the development ef Iht 
imlilulions they describe. The prophetic narratives, thoi^h 
incorporating elements reaching back to the Mosaic age, most 
date from the early centuries of the roonarchy (j probably from 
the century 900-800 B.C., B from 850-750 B.C.) ; Deuteronomy 
took shape in the seventh century, probably in the troubled reign 
of Manasseh ; the Priests' Code, finally, while taking up details 
of the priestly praxis from a remote antiquity, presents these as 
developed, systemalised and reduced to writing shortly before or, 
more probably, shortly after the dose of the exile, drra 500 b-C. 
It was brought from Babylon to Jerusalem by Ezra (vii. 6), and 
made the basis of his reforma.tion 445 B.C. 

We may thus trace three stages in the growth of the 
Pentateuch: (1) a picturesque narrative of the Hebrew origins 
produced by a compilation from j and B, circa 650 B.C. ; (2) the 
union of JB with D, probably in the eiile, to form ]E»; and 
(3) the amalgamation of the last-named work with the Priestly 
Writing— in the circle of the Jerusalem priesthood — not later 
than 400 B.C. The final result was essentially our Pentateuch. 
A auBontyof Old Testament scholars, while accepting the 
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lesults, as summarised above, of the literary analysis — wUch ii 
all esseolial points was completed more than thirty years agt 
decline lo admit the relatively late date of P, and CQnsequenUy 
of the Pentateuch as a whole. But the two schools are visibly 
approaching each other, for it. is being reccgnised by representa- 
tives of the Graf-WelllianseQ theory that P contains more 
genninely pre-exilic material than its first exponents were in- 
clined to admit. To the school of Dillmann, therefore, P is an 
esoteric priestly document of pre-exilic date with considerable 
post-exilic additions ; 1o the other and dominant school it is a 
lale exilic or post-exilic document, in which is incorporated 
a considerable pre-exilic element. 

Ivi,) Exodus as Literature and as History. —In the book of 
Exodus, therefore, according to the findings of modern scholar- 
ship, we have the story of the Jitrth of the Hebrew nation, and 
of the origin of part, at least, of its theocratic institutions as com- 
piled by a priestly editor or redactor (I) from two previous 
works— the one of recent origin (p), the other a compilation 
from two sources of considerable antiquity (the JB portions of 
jed). In preservmg for poslerily this ' triple tradition of the 
Exodus,' the compiler here, as throughout the Pentateuch, has 
adopted the literary framework of P, filling in details from the 
ampler traditions of the older sources. In some places parallel 
accounts arc inserted entire, as, for example, the call of Moses 
(iii. l-vi. I from JK, and vi. 2-vii. 13 from P). In other 
places, as in the immediately succeeding narrative of the plagues 
(vii. 14-Ki. 10), the sources are interwoven to form a 
consecutive narrative. Chaps, xxv.-xxix., again, have I 
•imply transfeiTed by the compler from e'& ija^<A 
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Jadged by the oidioaiy canons of literaty taste. Exodus, as a 
whole, cannot compare with Job or Isaiah, with Genesis oi 
Deuteronomy. Yet in the sections derived from the Prophetic 
Narrative we have passages of beauty and grandeur worthy to 
be compared with the best in the books we have oamed. Of the 
shorter narrative passages we need only recall the finding of 
Moses (ii. I-IO), a triumph of literary art ; the pastoral idyl in 
the same chapter (ij-zz), inferior only to the similar idyl from 
the same source (j) in Gen. xxix. 2 S. Note further the skill 
with which both incident and character are depicted in the vivid 
'e of the call of Moses (iv. 1-17), and in the still more 
picturesque episode of the Golden Calf in chap, ixxij. In the 
extended seclion, chaps. vii,-sii., we have the most sua- 
tained literary effort of the book. The request to let the 
Hebrews go resolves itself into a contest between the pride of 
nand the power of an almighty God (ix. 16). 'It is human 
fngth malchiog itself against the inexhaustible resources of 
■e which Moses is permitted to wieid. '• From point to point 
we watch the unequal contest with breathless interest until the 
climax is reached as the ' great cry'(xii. 30) pierces the mid- 
night darkness, and the pioud heart of the Pharaoh is brolten 
at last. The most unobservant reader of Exodus, linally, 
lobe impressed by such passages as xix. t6 ff,, xxiv, 
9 ff., xxxiv. 5 ff., in which, with a simplicity and a reserve 
characteristic of the highest art, the prophetic writers depict 
the glory and the grandeur of the theophanies of Sinai. 

Another and more delicate topic now demands our atten- 
tion. To what extent, let us inquire, may the book of Exodus 
Jv tfealed as a historical documentP If we apply the primary 
•MaultoB, A Siarl iHlTBdiictiBn la t\t Bi6h, ?. v 
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canon of historical science, that the value of a documeot for 
purposes of history is in inverse proportion to its distance 
frnm the events it records, we shall hardly venture to con- 
sider Exodus as, in the strict sense of the word, a. historical 
documenl. In iLs present fonn, if the conclusions of modem 
criticism are to be trusted, our book is separated by more 
than eight hundred years from the date of the exodus {set next 
section). Even in our oldest source, the long period of four 
centuries intervenes between its author and the hero of the- 
departure. Moreover, the closest investigation has failed to 
discover in either stratum of the prophetic narrative traces of 
older historical — as distinguished from legal — documents which 
would serve to bridge the gulf. With the exceptions mentioned 
in a. previous section, both J and b seem to have drawn their 
materials direct from current song and saga- 
It belongs to the province of historical criticism to discover 
the kernel of fact and history behind the traditions in which it 
has been enshrined by the creative genius of a people 'singu- 
larly gifted with imaginative power.' With regard to the history 
of the exodus, this process may be seen in Kittel's standard 
History gfihe Htbrews (vol. i. ig^ff.) or Bennett's article, 'Moses,' 
in Hastings' Bictiimary of the Biilt, These scholars set forth, 
first of all, the tlata of 'the triple Irsdilion' according to], B 
and P, and then present the historical deposit won by the reci^- 
nised principles of historical research. To these and similar 
works the student must be referred. One important fact, how- 
ever, must never be tost sight of in our study of these venerable 
traditions ; as they are now presented (o us, they have become 
the vehicles of religious ideas, the channels of rich spiritual in- 
ibject to which wesUaWxO^Mtt'Mi tKii *QBai'4.'»«^ 
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tion. Mea.nwhi1e, let not the lesdec be oftended at this modem 
view of the opening books of the Old Teslameot, according to 
which ' the faculty of poetic or historic im^inatioii ' is eniployed 
'as a suitable medium of instruction by the Spirit of truth. To 
[hoae who study the Old Testament in the temper of sympathy 
and reverence, no genuine product of the human mind will 
appear common or unclean or incapable of consecration to lofty 
and divine uses." * 

. vii.) The Route and Date of the Exodus. — Above themists 
of tradition in which the origins of the Hebrew nation are 
enveloped, two historical facts stand out like twin mountain 
peaks — namely, the exodus from the land of Egypt and the 
wanderings of the tribes in the steppes of Northern AraWa.

Greek translation of the Seventy {c. 250 b.o.J, made in Egypt 
itself; it had long been the opinion of scholars that the land of 
Goshen was to be looked for in the eastern portion of the Delia.

Now 
the Greek translators, just referred to, pronounced the word 
Goshen as Gisfm or Cestn, while the hieroglyphic lists of 
Egyptian administFative districts oi 'nomcs' shew that the 
earlier form of Kes was Kesem. The identilicatian is 
plete, and if the reader will draw a triangle on a map of modem 
Egypt, with its base from Zagazig to Tel-el- KebJr and its apes 
St Belbeis, he will have compared the boundaries of the land of 
Goshen. As ihe tribes increased they doubtless spread east- 
wards along the fertile depression of the Wady Tumilat. It ia 
in the eastern portion of this Wady that the same explorer lo 
whom we owe the identification of Goshen, M, Naville, di»- 
covered the site of the store-city of Pithom^the Egyptian Pi- 
Tum, ' the abode of Turn ' — a few miles to the west of Ismailia. 
' Pithom and Raamses,' it will be remembered, were the 'store 
cities * built by the Hebrew serfs for the Pharaoh of the exodm 
(Eiod. i. II, Rev. Vers.). Fithom was situated in the district of 
Thuku, which M. Naville would identify with the biblical Succoth 
(Eiod. lii. 37). Although Raamses, or more correctly Rameses, 
the assumed atarling point of the Hebrews, has not yet been 
identified it is clear that they proceeded eastwards along the 
Wady Tomilat, in the direction of the modern Lake TImsah, in 
order lo strike one of the two highways which then led from 
Egypt lo Canaan (xii. 37, xiii. 2a). While encamped at Etham 
'in the edge of the wilderness,' they received the divine 
command lo ' turn and encnmp before Pi-hahlroth, between 
Migdol and the sea,' and In front of Baal-Zephon on the 
opposite shore (xiv.

of P, with its array of attendant ministrants. 

To understand this section of Eiodus aright we must recall 
the situation in which the Hebrews found themselves in (he 
exile, a. nation batiished from its home because of its neglect of 
the moral and religious requirements of its God, To the moie 
thoughtful Diinds of Che exile the supreme question was how thiK 
broken harmony between Jehovah and his chosen people might 
be restored. To Ezekiel first of all came the divine word of 
comfort ; My dwelling shall [yet] be with them, and I will be 
their God, and they shal! be my people (Eiek. xxivii. 27). To 
Eieltiel, then, and to those on whom his mantle fell, the restored 
relation between Jehovah and Israel presented itself as an 
immediate dwelling of JehoTah in the midst of a holy nation. 
Now these two kindred sjnrits, Ezekiel and the author of Exod. 
xxv.-xTix., sought to impress this ideal upon their contemporaries 
by methods diamelricallj opposite, Eiekiel projects his ideal 
forward into the Messianic future (Eick. xl,-xlyiii.), P throws 
his backward into the golden age of Moses. Both sketches 
are none the less ideals whose realisation for prophet and priest 
alike was still in the womb of the future. The one builds on the 
foundation of the Solomonic temple, the other on the Mosaic 
,tent of meeting,' as heightened by the affectionate tradition of 
many centuries. It is the candid recognition of these facts that 
makes it possible to say that 'a Christian apologist can afford to 
admit that the elaborate description of the tabernacle is to be 
regarded as a, product of religions idealism working upon a 
historical basis' (Ottley, of. cil., p. 226). The tabernacle of P, 
therefore, must be reverently approached as the attempt of a 
rfevoat and imaginative mind lo give concrete embodiment to 
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some of the loftiest and pnrest spiritual truths to be 
in the wbole range of Scripture. {Set sect. viii. (4).) 

(I.,. I Some Permanent Lessons of Exodus. — (i) In this 
book we stand with bowed head and uplifted heart at the ultimate 
fountainhead of Cliristianity. The religion of Jesus and the 
ligion of Moses are parts of one living organism, whose roots 
spring from the momentous revelation of Ihe one tme God on 
the holy mountain. From that moment the physical bond that 
united the Semitic tribes to (heir ancestral deities wa^ severed. 
The relation between Jehovai and Israel was heoceforlh an 
ethical relation, in which l3.y a boundless potentiality of progress. 
Moses, Ihe prophets, Jesus — these mark the stages in the upward 
development of the one religion. * First the blade, then the ear, 
after that the full com in the ear.' 

(2) The book of Exodus supplies Ihe key to Israel's place in 
history. This we lind in the idea of the Covenanl, which domi- 
nates the middle portion of the book. Throughout the nhala 
of the chequered history of their people the religious leaders of 
Israel never ceased to lay stress on this covenant relation between 
Jehovah and Israel as 'a special relationship of grace.' By 
Jehovah's choice Israel was constituted His 'peculiar' people, 
called to occupy a place apart among the nations of the world. 
The ideal of their national life is to he 'a kingdom of priests 
and an holy nation ' (xix. j f.) ; in other words, not only the 
depositary and guardians, but the missionaries of Monotheism. 
This is here declared to be Israel's appointed mission, 'a light 
to lighten Ihe Gentiles.' It was thus, at least, that Paul under- 
■tood the ' purpose of God [that worketh] on ibe principle of 
selection' (Rom. ix. 11). 
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(3) In ma.liing the moral demands of the Decalc^ue the founda- 
tion of ihe theocracy, Moses — for we must regard ihe 'Ten 
Words ' as a genuine reflection of Ihe teachiug of the first and 
greitesl of the prophets (Deut. xxxiv. lo) — anlicipatcs the oft- 
lepealed contention of the later prophets that the only (rue basis 
of national life is a moral ba.sis. An unprejudiced study of the 
development of religion and morals in Israel, as reflected in the 
works of the earliEEt literary prophets, compels us lo find the 
germ of the prophetic deraand for that righleousness — personal, 
civic, national — which alone ' exalteth a nation ' in the teaching 
of Moses, the founder of Israel's religion ! 

(4) When WE pass to the chapters on the Tabernacle we find 
there, as has been already emphasised, ideas and truths of the 
greatest moment for the history of religion in Israel, and through 
Israel for the world. In the implicit doctrine of the ent sanctu- 
ary we have Ihe reflection of Ihe unity of God, ' Ooe God, one 
sanctuary ' is a thought which dominates the Priestly Code from 
end to end. The whole ceremonial system, further, expends 
itself in the elTort to give expression to another pair of correlated 
thoughts, a holy God and a. holy people, and this system culmi- 
nates in the tabernacle and its priesthood. In Ihe proportion 
and symmetry, finally, which ore such marked features of the 
Talwrnacle and its court, we may trace the earnest endeavour to 
reflect theharmony and perfection of that perfect Deity for whose 
dwelling the sanctuary is destined. Nay more, this ideal taber- 
nacle, on which rested the divine glory in the cloud, has a 
forward loot, for it prefigured the incarnate Word, who ' taber- 
nacled among us, and we beheld Ilia glory, the glory B3 of the 
i>a)y bq^tten of the Father ' (John i. 14.).

■s thee, and will keep the passover to the Lord, let all 
his males be circumcised, and then let him come near 
and keep it ; and he shall be as one that is born in 
the land ; for no uncircuraciaed person shall eal 
thereof. One law shall be to him that is homebom, 

» and unto the stranger that sojouraeth among you. 

Thus did al! the children of Israe! ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses and Aaron, so did they. And it 
came to pass the selfsame day, thai the Lokd did 
bring the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt 

»s by their armies. 

• And the Lord spake unto Moaes, saying, Sanctify 
onto me all the firstborn, whatsoever openeth the 
uvmb among the children of Israel, bath of n 
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of beaat : it li mine. And Moaea said unto Che Tii Pait- 
people, Remember this day, ia wiiich ye came out owr a 
from Egypt, out of the house of bondage ; for by Me 
strength of hand the Lord brought you out from tiiiB 
piace ; there shall no leavened bread be eaten.

And all the congregation of the children of Israel 
departed from the presence of Moses. And they 
came, every one whose heart stirred him up, and 
every one whom hisi spirit made willing, anj they 
brought the Lord's offering to the work of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and for all his service, 
and for the ho!y garments. And they came, both 
men and women, as many as were willing hearted, 
and brought bracelets, and earrings, and rings, and 
tablets, all jewels of gold ; and every man that 
offered offered an offering of gold unto the Lord. 
And every man, with whom was found blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine linen, and goats' hair, 
and red skins of rams, and badgers' skins, brought 
than. Every one that did offer an offering of silver 
and brass brought the Lord's offering: and every 
man, with whom was found shittim wood for any 
■vice, brought it. And al! the women 
hearted did spin with their hands, and 
brought that which they had spun, holh of blue, and 
of purple, anrf of scarlet, and of fine hnen. And all 
whose heart stirred them up in wiadom 
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Bpun goats' hiar. And the rulers brought onyx TSf ^^^ 
Etones, and stones to be set, for the ephod, and for SOU of 
the breastplate ; and spice, and oil for the light, and Bexalal 
for the anointing oil, and for the sweet incense.

And Moses said unto the children of Israel, Set, » ^^H

in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship ; and to devise curious works, to work 's 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, and in the cutting 
of stones, to set ihem, and in carving of wood, to 
make any manner of cunning work. And he hath 
put in his heart that he may teach, both he, and

And he made the holy anointing oil, and the pure 
inccDse of sweet spices, according to the work of the >;

* And he made the altar of burnt offering of shittim 
wood : live cuHts •aim the length thereof, and Rve 
cubici the breadth thereof; it wot foursquare; and 
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Tie three cubiu the height thereof. And be made the 
Brazen horns thereof on the four comers of it ; the horot 
Laver thereof were of the same : and he overlaid it with 
brass. And he made all the vessels of the altar, the 
5 pots, and the shovels, and the basons, and the Aesh- 
hooks, and the firepans : all the vessels thereof made 
he of brass. And he made for the altar a brasen 
grate of network under the compaGS thereof beneath 
unto the midst of it.

The con- 
sonants of the name an YHWK (otherwise IransliEeraled 
IHTKJi and evidence has been fcnrnd to show that the pro- 
nondatioQ was most probably VaHweH. the missing voweU 
bdng a and tf ( = French <*}. The pronimciation leKovaR 
(Jehovah) dates only &om about the yeat 1520, and is 
due to the mistake of ac ^oranC monk, who was unawaie 
of the Jews' [vactice of substituting Adenai. There b an 
absolute want of unaninuty among sefaolaxs as to the mean- 
ing of the name. The Ephraimite writer clearly connected 
it with the Hebrew veib 'to be,' as if it meant ' He that 
is ' (1.1., Che lelf-exisEcnt). since i am (p. 7, 1. 6X iti Hebiew 
Eijrii, is used by him as a variant of YakonA. Mainr 
good authorities think this is the correct sense of i'akati, 
others prefer a causative seiise : He that causes lo be, the 
lif^ivBt, creator.

dilferentstrands of the prophetic narrative have now been so 
interwoven that it is difficult, if not impossible, to discover 
theactuaJsequence of events. Let the reader, for example, 
try to arrange Ihe repeated ascents of Moses in chrono- 
logical order. Thecentral theme is the solemn constitution 
of the Theocracy on the basis of the Ten Commandments 
or Decalogue.

And these we actually 
find resorted to by all the religious leaders of the nation 
till the reformation of Joslah (621, B.C.). From this 
dale onwards we find the legalisation of the unity of 
the coitus, which reaches its culmination in the Priestly 
Code.
